‘The State Comptroller, Dr. Yitz- 
hak Nebenzahl, yesterday charged 
the Government with doing nothing 
at all to implement the reforms he 
had suggested for the capital mar- 
ket to overcome exploitation of In- 
flation. Inflation, he said, was the 
number one enemy of the economy. 

“One of the worst results of in- 
flation is the deterioration in the 
function of money. Without gua- 
ranteeing the stability of money, 
the will to work and to market 
products is dangerously reduced and 
the benefits to be gained from wast- 


increase,” Dr. Nebenzah! said in pre- 
the reports of 
his office for the year 1975. 

“Some of the findings in the re- 
Ports on the capital market and the 
linkage system reveal misuse of the 
system by exploiting inflation. The 
reform I suggested last year in the 
capital market so that people could 
not. gain by inflation has not yet 

Dr. Nebenzahl said that it was 
not so much the price hikes which 
are worrying, but the growing gap 
between resources and consumption. 
Although increasing resources is 
clearly the most favourable way to 
close the gap, the gap is so great 
that there is also a great need to 
reduce consumption considerably. 
Although the Government has taken 
Steps in the right direction, much 
is still to be done, he said. 

-On the whole, the situation from 
the Comptroller’s point of view has 
mot improved in the last year, he 
said. However, the more moderate 
tone of his report is a result of 
both greater public awareness and 
of the efforts made by the Govern- 
ment in alleviating some of ‘the 
worst problems. 

Asked whether he felt there was 
a@ need for a comptroller to check 
the State Comptroller’s office, Ne 
benzahl said there was a unit which 
investigates his office — and that 
in 1975 no serious shortcomings 
were found which justified publica- 
ton.

The Government isto devote more 
resources to internal control to enable 
the ministries to have a better idea 
of performance, he said. However, 
it is very difficult to find suitable 
Manpower to carry out this plan. 

As of this year, the ministries 
will have to report to the Finance 
Ministry every three months, instead 
of once a year, on implementation 
of the, State Comptroiler’s recom- 
mendations, as well as those of their 
own inspectors. :

- Cairo announces talks 


with Syria in Riadh

SYRIAN PRESIDENT Hafez Assad 


‘and King Hussein of Jordan yes- 


terday announced that they had 
cemented various measurés for 
establishment of a union between 
their two countries. 

The announcement came in a 
joint communique issued at the end 
of a three-day visit by Hussein to 
Damascus. The Jordanian monarch 
returned home yesterday after con- 
ferrmg with Assad in a altting of 
the bilateral "ἢ e Command 
Council” which is steering the two 
countries towards union. 

This is the first time Aasad and 
Hussein have spoken of their 
plans for union between Syria and 
Jordan. The Arabic word they used 
was in fact “merger.” 

The communique made no men- 
tion of a date for proclamation of 
the union, which they pledged to 
establish “on the most solid foun- 
dations.” 

The communique said Assad and 
Bussein held identical positiona on 
the Middle East conflict and the 
Lebanese crisis. It also reported 
that they hailed the recent West 
Bank “uprising” and pledged to 
support the Palestine: Liberation 
in its “na- 
tional and world roles.” 

Assad and Hussein were quoted 
az pointing to an “explosive” situa- 
tlon in the Middle East, whose 
dangers, they said, stemmed from 
the fact that the “Zionist enemy 
has his fist clenched around the 
administered territories.” 

There was no mention in the 
communique of Syria’s quest to ob- 
tain a Soviet anti-aircraft network 


for Jordan, to make up for the 
Hawk missile-deal which Am- 
man failed to clinch with Washing- 
ton. The topic was earlier reported 
high on the Assad-Hussein agenda. 
A top-level Soviet delegation headed 
by Moscow's Deputy Defence Min- 
ister and Air Force Commander is 
due in Jordan later this month. 

The communique also made no 
reference to the UN force on the 
Golan, whose mandate is due to 
expire at the end of this month. 

Syria's Minister of Information, 
Ahmed Iskandar Ahmed, had earlier 
said his government will not renew 
the UN mandate “without condi- 
icons.” He said Damascus insisted 
on acceptance by Jervasiem as well 
as by Washington of a complete 
withdrawal to the pre-1967 war 
frontlers and of the “legitimate na- 
tional rights of the Palestine peo- 
Pie.” 

Meanwhile, Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy [88 alight 
announced that he would meet in 
Riadh next week with the Prime 
Ministers of Egypt, Syria, Kuwait and 
Saud! Arabia to prepare a sumrait 
meeting of thelr countries’ leaders. 

The Saudi Aroblan and Kuwait! 
Foreign Ministers had earlier 
been reported to be seeking 
to coordinate Syrio’s and Egypt's 
attitudes on the LIN presence and 
on the Middle East conflict in 
general. Syria's relations with Egypt 
have been strained ever since Cairo 


signed the Sina! interim accord 
with Israel last September. The 
Saudi Arabian and Kuwaitl 


ministers conferred yesterday with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat in 
Cairo to where they flew on Sunday 
night from Damascus. 


Fierce fighting 
in Mt. Lebanon

FIGHTING FLARED anew in Bei- 
rut and Lebanon's eastern mountain 
areas yesterday, hurting chances for 
8. reconciliation between leftist forces 
and the regime under President-elect 
Elias Sarkis. 

Clashes were reported in down- 
town Beirut, several mountain vil- 
lages, and the northern port city of 
Tripoli. In Tripoli, pro-Iraqi leftists 
were said to be locked in savage 
battles with Christian and Moslem 
supporters of Syria, which had 
sponsored the election of Sarkis, 
the head of Lebanon's state bank. 
(The new President, who was elected 
by parliament in Saturday, is sche- 
duled to take over officially this 
week, once President Suleiman Fran- 
jieh formally resigns.) 

Yesterday’s fiercest battles were 
reported from around the eastern 
towns of Aintourah and Emtein, 
where Christian militias were trying 
to dislodge leftists from six villages. 

Earlier reports yesterday said 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
chief Yasser Arafat had ordered his 
Fatah group into action to help 
the leftists against the Christians. 
A for Arafat charged 
that the Christian forces were being 
supported by Lebanese army tanks 
and helicopters. Another | leftst 
spokesman said the Christians were 
also being backed up by Syrian- 
controlled “Sa’eka” terrorists, and 
that Syrian regulars were blocking 
reinforcement of the six villages 
with men and arms. 

Christian spokesmen said the as- 
sault was commanded by Colonel 
Antoine Barakat, a Maronite who 


has seized control of all three army 
garrisons in the Mount Lebanon 
area, Sources in Lebanon's disinte- 
grated 16,000-man army say Bara- 
katt has at least 80 tanks and 120 
armoured cars under his command. 

Meanwhile, the Belrut newspaper 
“An-Nahar" said Sa'eka troops had 
set up roadblocks on the southeast- 
ern edge of Beirut overnight. 

A government source said the 
Sa’eka force in Belrut — estimated 
at 1,000 — had also blocked rein- 
forcement of the fashionable sum- 
mer resort of Aley, where leftist 
leader Kamal Junblatt’s headquar- 
tera came under heavy Christlan 
bombardment. 

‘President-elect Sarkis had tele- 
phone tatks with Arafat overnight 
in an attempt to arrest the new 
mountain fighting, that had also 
touched off a heavy artillery duel 
between Beirut's Christian and 
leftist-controlled Mosiem districts, 

Police reported 87 persons killed

Opening the Knesset's summer 
session, Mr. Rabinowitz gave a 
brisk but detailed “review of Trea- 
sury activities.” 

On prices, he stated: “In the first 
nine months of last year the retail 
price level rose on the average by 
12 per cent a month. In October 
and November, they spurted by 10 
per cent, folowing a series of Gov- 
ernment fiscal measures. Then, in 
‘December, January and February 
the upward advance was again 
arrested and stood at approximately 
one per cent a month. However, 
in March we witnessed a resump- 
tion of the climb, and prices 
soared by 3.6 per cent.” 

Mr. Rabinowitz also reported 
that agricuJtural exports in the 
first three months of this year were 
up by 30 per cent, compared with 
a growth of 45 per cent during 
the whole of 1975. 

Another bit of bleak news, he 
said, was ‘that industrial investment 
was down even as Treasury experts 
were trying to update the Law of 
Encouragement of Capital Invest- 
ment. 

“But the most critical problem 
we face," he asserted, “is the 
gnawing rise in private consump-

In the valley of Shiloh in the 
Samarian Hills the Holy Taber- 
nacle was erected after Joshua 
led the Israelites across the Jor- 
dan River.

Tt was in the Samarian Hills 
that the break-away kingdom of 
Israel established itself in the 
Ninth Century B.CE, 

And it is in Samaria that 
Gush Emunim and its allies are 
attempting to force the present- 
day Israeli Government to com- 
mit itself to permanent control 
of the area. 

Samaria accounts for about 
two-thirds of the 5,500 square 
Kilometres of the West Bank. Its 
southern boundary is near Beth- 
El, four kilometres north of Ra- 
mallah, Its northern boundary is 
Jenin, about 60 kilometres dis- 
tant.

foreign currency reserves to below 
the danger line.” 

“The whole economy is facing 
imminent collapse," Floumin in- 
sisted. “The country's finances are 
being managed by inept persons, 
and apn 119,000m. budget deficit 
this year seems likely. Mr. Rabino- 
witz has promised to cut back 
Government spending. Well, how 
many Government workers have 
been transferred to industrial jobs? 
According to figures I've seen, you 
have actually added workers to the 
civil service. 


Why Samaria is considered important 


The proximity of its western 
border to Israel's heartland — 
Tel Aviv lies within artillery 
range — makes it strategically 
sacred to others who view its 
return to Arab control as suici- 
dal. But the presence of 350,000 
Arab residents makes its eventual 
return to Arab control seem 
equally essential to still others 
for political or moral reasons.

— Measures to catch 
tax evaders and to implement the 
Value Added Tax will be delayed 
as result of samctions by tax col- 
lectors, but the partial strike will 
mot affect current service to the 
public. 

The 8,000 tax collectors, and em- 
ployees in National Insurance 
branches, yielded to the decision to 
abolish thelr specific allowances. 
But they are sow demanding that 
all public servants in the same 
grade receive the same pay. 

“We're willing to go along with, 
the government if it can’t imcreasé 
salaries,” Yitzhak Mann, who re; 
presents the customs officials, fold’ 
The Jerusalem Post last night. 
“But then the principle of equal 
pay for equal work should be im- 
plemented throughout the public 
service.” 

Mann complained that employees 
οὐ the Bank of Israel, the State 
Comptroller’s Office and the univer- 
sities, for example, receive more 
money or other benefits than civil 
servants. Knesset employees re- 
ceive a 10 per cent parliamentary 
allowance, he said. 

The Finance Ministry's director 
general Arnon Gafni will meet 
works committee leaders today in 
an attempt to put an end to the 
sanctions.

Prosecutors told 
‘to demand 
stiffer fines 


State Atiorney Gabriel Bach has 
instructed state government prose- 
cutors to demand fines for law- 
breakers who have derived personal 
benefit or profit from their crimes.

The Kolliner Prize for a Young Is- 
rael Artist went to a conceptualist 
who works largely with photographs, 
Moti Mizrahi.-The Dworsky Prize 
for Design went to Israel Digitonics 
Ltd. for their “Digital 5000” FM 
turner, designed by Avraham Leha- 


vi, The Kavlin Photography Grant 
went to Dahlia Amotz-Weislieb. The 
Sandberg Prize for Research ond 
Development was not awarded this 
year, by unanimous opinions of the 
judges.

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Defence chief made 
marshal as Brezhnev 
buildup continues 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union 
yesterday promoted its new Defence 
Minister, Gen. Dmitry Εἰ. Ustinov, 
to the rank of marshal, 

At the same time. Leonid Brezh- 
nev, general secretary of the Cam- 
munist Party, alse received his 
marshal’s insignia in a Kremlin ce- 
remony, Tass news agency said. 

The ceremony was accompanied 
by a fresh outpouring of praise for 
Brezhnev, who wore his own mar- 
shal's uniform the first time. 

Ustinov, a mn defence indus- 
try expert until being made minis- 
ter Iast month in place of the late 

- marshal Andrei Grechko, had been 
given a general's rank to go with 
his new responsibilities. 

Western analysts said his promo- 
tion and that of Brezhnev, who also 
had been a general in name, ap- 
peared to strengthen politica] contral 
over the armed forces. 

The promotion also removed the 
anomaly by which Ustinov was out- 
ranked by several of the military 
officers serving under him. 

‘In reporting the promotion. Tass 
did not make it clear whether Us- 
tinov or Brezhnev would have the 
effective command of the military. 
Grechko was commander-in-chief as 
well as Defence Minister. 

President Nikolai Podgorny prais- 
ed Brezhuev, saying the award of 
the rank of Marshal of the Soviet 
Union to the Party chief “is only 
natural,” according to Tass. “The 


development of the armed forces 
and the constant enhancement of 
their combat readiness have always 
held and continue to hold a place 
of priority in your many-faceted 
activity.” 

Podgorny said Grezhnev’s “out- 
standing qualities as ἃ political 
leader and wonderful human traita 
have earned you the love of the 
Soviet people.” 

Brezhnev was the first “civil 
lan” since Josef Stalin to be 
given marshal's rank. At the same 
time, a bronze bust of Brezhnev 
was unveiled in his hometown of 
Dneprodzerzhinsk in the Ukraine. 

It was the first such statue 
ever erected to Brezhnev and 
markedly increased the feelng 
among Westemers that a grow- 
ing personality cult surrounds his 
name, 

Brezhnev’s new Defence Minister 
Ustinov, in an order of the day on 
Sunday marking the Allied victory 
of over the Nazis, declared that the 
Soviet Union is now stronger than 
ever. 

While paying tribute to detente, 
Ustinov warned about the conse- 
quences of a millltary build-up in 
the West. “Life shows that impe- 
rialism has not lost its aggressive 
essence, the militarist circles carry 
on the arms race, and the military 
might of the Nato bloc is building 
up,” he said, (Agencies) 


Iranian jumbo crash kills 17 


MADRID. — Army rescuers yes- 
terday recovered 11 charred bodies 
from the wreckage of an Iranian 
air force Boeing 747 cargo jet 
which crashed on Sunday in a rain- 
storm 1 approach to Madrid air- 
ort, killing all 17 persons aboard. 
An Iranian embassy spokesman 
in Madrid said the victims were 
mainly military men on their way 
to the U.S. for training. Two of 
their wives were among the dead, 
he said. Ν 
The dead included four Americans. 
Iranian sources deserfbed them 
as working with the Iranian air 
force and said they were crew 
members of the jumbo. The U.S. 
Embassy in Madrid said they were 
Boeing employees. 
The spokesman said he did not 


know what caused the in-flight ex- 
plosion. Authorities said the crash 
was being investigated. 

It was the second crash of a 
Boeing 747 since the huge plane 
was put into operation six years 
ago. Fifty-nine persons died In the 
erash of a German Boelng 747 
while taking off from Nairobi air- 
port a year and a half ago.

Bombs in France and Italy 


W. Germans deny 
Meinhof murdered 


STUTTGART, — Justice authorities 
yesterday denied charges that 
Ulrike Meinhof, a leader of West 
Germany's anarchist Baader-Mein- 
hof gang, had been murdered in her 
prison cell. 

They said the 41-year-old leftist 
journalist had hanged herself with 
a towel early on Sunday in Stutt- 
gart's Stammheim prison and there 
was no sign of foul play. 

‘Meanwhile, bombs exploded in 
Italy and France, set off, according 
to police, by Meinhof sympathizers. 
Security was stepped up through- 
out West Germany for fear of terror 
acts by members of the Baader- 
Meinhof band who were still free. 

A firebomb late on Sunday ser- 
jously damaged Toulouse’s German 
cultural centre — the third bomb 
to Hit German offices in France 
after Meinhof's death. In Rome 
yesterday, a bomb exploded in front 
of a German tourist agency. 

Officials in Rome said a note was 
found claiming that the bomb was 
set off by a group calling itself 
“the Holger Meins anti-imperialistic 
centre.” 

Holger Meins, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Baader-Meinhof gang, 
died 18 months ago after a hunger 


strike in jail. Less than 24 hours 
later, West Berlin's chief judge was 
shot dead by gunmen claiming re- 
venge. 

The note said that “comrade 
Ulrike -Meinhof has been barbar- 
ously killed in the German concen- 
tration camp of Stuttgart.” 

Meinof bad been on trial for al- 
most a year, accused of involve- 
ment in bombings that killed five 
people in the late 1960s and early 
1970s, 

A defence lawyer in her trial, 
Otto Schily, on Sunday demanded 
an international inquiry into her 
“alleged suicide." Another lawyer, 
Grovanni Capetti, sald Meinhof, vis- 
ited in prison on Friday, had not 
given the impression of “someone 
who had given up.” 

Meinhof's sister, Inge Winke-Zitz- 
laff, said “my sister once told me 
very clearly she never would com- 
mit suicide. She said if it ever 
were reported that she killed her- 
self then I would know she had 
‘been murdered.” 

About 300 demonstrators took 
‘part in a protest march in West 
Berlin on Sunday. They carried 
placards reading “murder in jail."

— Finance ministers of the 
oil-cartel nations began closed-door 
meetings here under heavy guard 
Festerday, reportedly to decide de- 
tails of an 800m, atd-fund for 
poor nations.

This was far 
more than aid earmarked by the 
rich industrialized nations, which 
are falling well short of the target 
of 0.7 per cent of their gross nation- 
al product, Opec sources said.

NAPLES. — Superstitious Nea- 
politans awaited disaster yester- 
day after their patron saint let 
them down once again. 

Thousands of persons hurried 
home from the city cathedral as 
Roman Catholic church officials 
put away the vials of dried blood 
of St. Januarius when it failed 
to liquefy. 

After eight days of prayers 
were fruitless, the traditional ce- 
remony was declared over and 
the vials were locked in the 
chapel. : 

Neapolitans claim the blood 
failed to liquefy in May only in 
1527 and 1528 when there was 
pestilence, in 1569 when there 
was famine, and In 1835 when 
there was an epidemic of ch>- 
lera. 

Many believe the bit of dried 
blood are to turn liquid on the 
first Saturday of May, when St. 
Januarlus’ body was transferred 
to the city, and on Sept, 19, the 


day he was martyred in the yea 
305. 

The vials are carried in pro 
cession through the Cathedral anr 
placed on the main altar, wait 
ing for the “miracle,” and remai 
there for eight days. 

Corrado Cardinal Ursi, arch 
bishop of Naples, told his floc] 
on May 2 that the blood did no 


liquefy this year because o 
“neopaganism which impede. 
Christian life.”

ALBANY, New York, — Leaders 
of New York State's Republican 
party say privately that they may 
try to advance the lingering ambi- 
tlons of Vice-President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, former Governor of 
New York, as the price for any 
help they give President Ford in 
fending off Ronald Reagan's chal- 
lenge for the nomination. 


Meanwhile, in Philadelphia yes- 
terday Rockefeller called for a re- 
turn to strong presidentiel leader- 
ship in foreign affairs to meet what 
he called the threat of new Soviet 
imperialism.. Speaking to the 25th 
general assembly of the Interna- 
tonal Press Institute, the Vice-Pre- 
sident said congressional actions of 
recent years, had caused “serious 
repercussicns” through the 
presidential prerogative in foreign 
affairs. 


Rockefeller had said six months 
ago that he was withdrawing from 
consideration as Ford's i 
mate. But now his home-state allies 
say they hope to negotiate Rocke- 
feller back onto the ticket — or at 
least into the Cabinet. Their long- 
shot thought 15 that they might even 
win the Presidential somination 
for their man if the Republican 
convention develops a deadlock.

STATE COMPTROLLER'S REPORT 


TUESDAY, MAY 11, 1: 


Some of the Israel Defence Forces biggest projects in recent years — restora- 
tion to battle-readiness of thousands of vehicles, putting emergency stores into 
optimum shape, re-examination of tens of thousands of previously exempt citi- 
zens — come in for appreciation from the State Comptroller. But he is also 
critical of many aspects of these operations as well as a number of others scru- 
tinized in this report, including wasteful defence construction in Sinai. 


Ready for battle, 
but still wasteful 


SHARP criticism Is levelled at 
the Navy for the sorry state of 
equipment maintenance. A recurrent 
theme is inadequate attention to 
paperwork — the accurate keeping 
of records, which alone can ensure 
the control essential for efficiency. 


The IDF generally explains the 
faults by pointing to the period — 
the year following the Yom Kippur 
War, and the urgency with which 
vast projects were carried out with 
insufficient manpower. 


Sinai fortification 

In this Jast report, the Compt- 
roller found serious flaws in the 
supervision of fortification construc- 
tion on the Golan Heights, and 
urged the importance of inspection 
and control procedures despite the 
urgency of the work. 

In the current report, he reviews 
construction of fortifications in Sinai 
in 1974, also carried out with great 
speed and urgency, and finds that 
‘his recommendations went unheeded. 
He found that financial control was 
inadequate and that supervision was 
insufficient over huge quantities of 
building materials and over rented 
vehicles and mechanical equipment. 

‘He found that a private company 
hired for surveying operations over- 
charged by 11L112,000. The army’s 
Chief Engineering Officer reported 
that there were serious flaws in 
the company’s work, which was 
under his supervision. 

A sum of IL85 million was allocat- 
ed for building materials. In nine of 
ten supply dumps, there. was no 
registration of the materials re- 
ceived or issued, and in the tenth 
there was only partial registration. 

In one dump, a machine for un- 
loading building materiais was hired 
at a cost of IL100,000. The machine 
was unsuitable, damaged the build- 
ing materials and it cost 40 per 
cent more than the fork-lift which 
should have been hired to do the 
job. 

Serious irregularities were found 
in the control of large numbers of 
engineering machines hired for con- 
struction work. For example, the 
officer in charge approved payment 
for 19,000 hours of work (at TL214 
per hour) for 3,266 of which the 
machines were standing idle. 

Not only were costly errors found 
in-cthe ‘keeping of records; but even 
such data as was suppHed by IDF 
inspectors went ignored and the con- 
tractors were pald according to 
their own calculations. 


battle-readiness 

Thousands of vehicles were re- 
Paired in a relatively short time 
after the Yom Kippur War, despite 
the many difficulties and the huge 
work load, the Comptroller states. 
But he criticizes several aspects of 
this operation. 

The workshop units did not see 
to an equitable distribution of the 
reserves service load. Soldiers train- 
ed in technical trades were some- 
times employed in unskilled capaci- 
ties for many months, despite the 
shortage of skilled manpower. 

In many cases, vehicles, including 
tanks stood idle for months because 
of delays before and after they 
underwent repairs. This not only 
reduced the battle-readiness of the 
units they belonged to, but meant 
they suffered by not receiving the 
required periodical servicing. 

The Comptroller found short- 
comings in the work of private 
garages which contracted to repair 
vehicles, and in the inspection and 
control of the IDF units respons- 
ible. Gross overcharging went un- 
noticed by the inspectors. In one 
case, involving 25 vehicles, a ga- 
rage ‘was overpaid I115,000, 

IDF tors were both in short 
supply and frequently lacked the

required skills. In at least two 
cases, private garages were found 
to be producing inferior work, but 
they nevertheless continued to be 
supplied with orders. 

The IDF set up stocks of spare 
parts In the private garages, but 
¢ontrol of inventory was inefficient. 
One inspection found that the IDF 
representative was absent and the 
key to the stores was with the 
garage owner. 

In one case, the IDF decided to 
repair 100 trucks taken as booty 
from the enemy and 10 were traps- 
ferred from a base in the north to 
8 garage in the south by tow- 
truck and train. It was found they 
could not be repaired and they 
were returned north, The bill for 
the train transportation ajone came 
to 115,000. 

Commenting on the repair opera- 
tion, the IDF says it was ἃ suc- 
cess despite the fact that the army 
and the Defence Ministry were not 
prepared for it, in terms of infra- 
atructure, procedures or manpower. 

Stores 

The Comptroller returned to the 
emergency stores, where the vehicles, 
weapons and equipment used in 
wartime by the reservists — who 
constitute the bulk of the IDF land 
forces — are kept in a state of 
maximum combat-readiness. Repeat- 
ed inspections have shown progress 
in this area, but a number of short- 
comings remain. “To overcome these 
and even to maintain the level which 
has been attaimed requires constant 
alertness and study of the lessons 
of the war...” 

In the units selected for inspection, 
most of the findings related to gaps 
between stocks and inventories and 
faulty arrangements for storage and 
maintenance. Detailed replies were 
received from the units concerned 
and from the General Staff's Chief 
of Logistics, enumerating the steps 
taken since to improve the situation.

Various faults were found in the 
servicing of vehicles and keeping of 
servicing records. In some cases 
vehicles were out of order for months 
without being sent for repair. In a 
number of units, there were faults 
in the inventory Usting, and in 
others, ammunition was stored in the 
open, on damp ground, without 
proper covering, There was no proper 
separation between types of ammu- 
nitlon which are dangerous when 
stored together. (The army explain- 
ed that due to shortage of funds, 
building lags far behind storage re- 
quirements.) 

The Comptroller gives a detailed 
description of the maintenance of 
equipment in one brigade in the 
Southern Command where a chaotic 
state of affairs was found on the 
first visit in January 1975 — dis- 
organised storerooms, vehicles not 
serviced, weapons and optical equip- 
ment out of order and general neglect 
everywhere in evidence, The Comp- 
troller drew the Command’s attention 
to the unit and it was explained that 
the unit was suffering from a severe 
shortage of manpower. But imme- 
diate steps were taken to rectify the 
situation and in June the unit was 
given a “good” mark in an examina- 
tlon conducted by the Logistics 
Branch. The unit's logistics officer 
‘was later fined by a disciplinary 
court for negligence. 

Fuel distribution and ion 

The IDF fuel budget (excluding 
aircraft and ships) for 1975 15 [L422 
milion, and the Comptroller calls for 
closer surveillance of the use of 
petrol and diesel fuel. He lists several 
cases of waste and lack of proper 
control, stating that in all units in- 
spected there were faults in keeping 


records, The Comptroller blames a 
lack of discipline at all levels for 
fuel waste. He says some steps have 
already been taken, but more mea- 
sures are called for, Including better 
use of a computer, to solve the prob- 
Tem. 

Neglect of required paperwork 
procedures was found also at a Sup- 
ply end Service Base of the Logis- 
tics Corps. Many items procured 
went unchecked, and were stored to- 
gether with items that had been in- 
spected, making it impossible later 
to distinguish between the two 
groups, 

Maintenance of Navy equipment. 

Negligence which sometimes af- 
fected operational capability and led 
to great waste was found in the 
Comptroller’s examination of two 
Navy shipyards. 

At one, civilian workers far ex- 
ceeded their overtime quota. (One 
man was dismissed and fined 
112,600 for falsifying his overtime 
bill by 114,000); but reservists with 
technical specialisations were not ex- 
ploited fully, working only 61 per 
cent of the days they were mobilised. 

‘The Comptroller cites 30 cases in 
which the shipyards officers found 
that naval units caused serious dam- 
age to equipment by incorrect oper- 
ation or bad maintenance. This led 
to rapid deterioration and greater 
repair costs. 

‘These reports showed that this 
state of maintenance had grave 
operational repercussions. Most of 
the cases were not brought to the 
attention of the Navy Command and 
no steps were taken against those 
responsible.” (‘The navy explains that 
the big growth in size and sophisti- 
cation of equipment was not matched 
by 8 corresponding increase in tech- 
nical manpower and claims that 
measures have been taken to improve 
the situation), 

But even in the maintenance work- 
shops equipment was badly maint- 
ained: of 85 instruments used for 
checking electronic equipment, 14 
had not been given an annual ser- 
vicing for frve years, three for four 
years, 12 for three years, and 15 
for two years and 41 for 18 months. 


Safety in 

Training casualties dropped by 19 
per cent in 1974, despite the doubled 
training effort. The chief causes of 
accidents were exploding ammunition 
or incorrect operation of weapons 
— these caused half of the wounded 
apd about half the fatalities in the 
first half of 1975. 

A Training Department report said 
in March 1975: ‘Most of the casual- 
fies result from carelessness or clear 
violations of safety regulations.” The 
Comptroller adds: “Faulty disci- 
pline ... negligence and contempt for 
safety measures.” Sixteen of 22 
casualties in 1975 were the result of 
failure to observe regulations. In 
four examples which he cites, the 
responsible officer was prosecuted. 

The Comptroller inspected a num- 
ber of training bases and found that 
regulations were generally observed. 
But he found that when the Training 
Department of the General Staff re- 
viewed training courses, it neglected 
to comment on the subject of safety 
in its reports. 

The Comptroller found insufficient 
awareness among commanders of 
various ranks — especially junior 
officers and NCOs—of the dangers 
of casualties im training. Only a 
small step had een taken in 
the Northern Command to im- 
prove this state of affairs by 
audio-visual means. Although the 
Command issues Jeaflets on the sub- 
ject, they do not reach the lower 


(Other subjects covered in the 
Comptroller’s report on the IDF in- 
clude manpower management in the 
Air Force, employment of women 
soldiers in regular service, the return 
of previously exempt men to service, 
the IDF Radio Station, the Payments 
Administration and payment of Per- 
manent army salaries. Summaries 
will appear in a Jater issue.) 
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Another instalment in the sage of 
the company which imported 19 
bulldozers with the Defence Min- 
igtry's money and then hired them 
to the Ministry, only to rent them 
back and earn Inflated profits in 
Sinai earthworks, is one of the 
features of the State Comptroller's 
report on the Defence Ministry.. 

The vast amounts of money at 
the Ministry's disposal, its per- 
vasive influence on the economy 
and the urgency and importante 
of ita work, make it one of the 
most important bodies subject to 
the Comptroller's scrutiny. He has 
regularly called for improved ma- 
nmagement procedures in the Min- 
istry, and this year he praises the 
introduction of a Comptroller of 
the Defence Establishment. 

Instances of corruption in the 
‘Ministry which came to light last 
year give the report even more 
topicality, although there is 70 
Girect mention of the criminal pro- 
ceedings. 

Unexplained bureaucratic delays 
in the handling of urgent orders 
for vital weapons systems come to 
hght in the Comptroller's scrutiny 
of the Ministry’s Mission in New 
York. 


Fiscal operations 
The Comptroller discusses Min- 
istry payment of “advances” when 
the account with a supplier has 
not been finalised because delivery 
of an ordered item extends beyond 
the budgetary year. 
By March 1975, the total amount 
of advances paid (for items not 
yet delivered or where final ac- 
counts had not been drawn up} 
totalled IL3,386 million. 

For example, advances totalling 
IL156 million had been paid to 
Elta, an Israel Aircraft Industries 
subsidiary, including IL30 mitlion 
dating back to the years 1966-T2. 

In some cases advances were 
paid before contracts were drawn 
up or prices set. The Comptroller 
has in the past insisted that financ- 
ing for such companies must be 
based on a controlled plan. 

In its comments on the Comp- 
troller’s report, the Defence Min- 
istry says the totel of advances 
dropped during 1975 by {1.7 bil- 
lion, Also, disagreements with Elta 
and IAT had held up final signing 
of the contracts. 

Following his inspection, says the 
Comptroller, the Ministry issued 
new regulations to ensure that pay- 
ments to suppliers are made on a 
uniform basis and in line with the 
contract. 

Internal defence inspection 

‘Internal inspection systems in 
the defence establishment came 
under discussion after the “grave 
manifestations” of corruption 
revealed in early 1975. The Comp-

The Comptroller says the inspec- 
tion body failed to investigate 2 
number of important spheres — 
including contracts for the pur- 
chase of large weapons systems in 
Israel and abroad, contracts for new 
plants or multi-year contracts — 
even after the Comptroller himself 
had submitted recommendations. 
Furthermore, only limited inspec- 
tions were carried out by the unit 
into the Ministry’s financial opera- 
tions and into the vast operations 
of the Building and Property Di- 
vision. 

‘The inspection body fails to carry 
out systematic follow-ups to see 
whether the faults it uncovers are 
corrected or not. In a number of 
@ases it transpired that recommen- 
dations had been ignored. ᾿ 

Another aspect of the “inspec- 
tion of the inspectors" was an ex- 
amination of the work of internal 
controllers within some of the Min- 
istry’s divisions. The Comptroller 
says no criteria exist for the num- 
ber of personnel required in each 
division or for the skills they need. 
A number of units with control 
over large” budgets have no in- 
ternal tion at all. Internal 
controllers within the units fail to 
report to the Ministry's central in- 
spection body, a violation of re- 
‘gulations. 

The biggest internal inspection 
unit is in the Financial Division — 
15 men. However, because of the 
work load not all the documents 
which should be checked are actzal- 
ly seen by the inspectors and not 
all faults are reported to the Di- 
rector. The Procurement and Pro- 
duction Authority, which employs 
872 persons and handles 15,000 
orders 8 year with a total value of 
ΤΑ billion, has 12 inzpectors. They 
now check only cases involving 
150,000 or more, in which con- 


tracts were issued to suppliers 22 


without tenders. Ali other cases 
are not subject to their inspection. 

A single inspector is employed 
by the Building and Property Di- 
vision, which is responsible for 
vast projects with expenditures of 
hundreds of millions of. pounds. The 
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Gorptrolier notes that in previous 
reports he pointed to flaws in sys- 
tems governing tenders, flaws 
which have led to irregularities. 

As to the Military Industries 
(Ta'as}, the Comptroller found that 
many important areag had gove 
urinspected for long periods, es 
pecially the financial department, 
Here too there had been no follow- 
up on whether faults discovered in 
earlier Inspections had been put 
right. 

In the Israel Defence Forces, 
some 30 officers are specifically 
assigned the task of internal con- 
trollers. In addition, there are tech- 
nical and professional inspection 
units: most of these internal ccn- 
trol units are new and their modes 
cf operation have not been deter- 
mined. Frequently, personne] shor- 
1258 meant that important spheres 
went uninspected. But some of these 
units have improved administration. 
The Comptroller adds that training 
programmes are needed to improve 
performance of the internal comp- 
trolers. 

‘The State Comptroller praises the 
establishment, in June 1975, of the 
‘post of Comptroller of the Defence 
Establishment. This new, top-level 
unit will enable existing Inspection 
bodies to broaden their scope. 

His own findings and those of 
other independent studies, says the 
Comptroller, indicate the need for 
fundamental reforms and improve- 
ments in the organization and ma- 
nagement of Defence Ministry 
operations. The establishment of 
the new body is “an important step 
in the right direction, but it ia still 
too early to evaluate its actual 
contribution.” 

The State Comptroller inspected 


this unit in May and June 1975. 
His survey chiefly covered the unit's 
activities during 1974. Much of his 
criticism on the absence of inspec- 
tion and control is explained by 
the vast increase in transactions 
handled by the mission following 
the Yom Kippur War. He scores 
failure to secure the lowest possible 
price for procurements, delays in 
submitting orders, and failure to 
ensure that orders were actually 
delivered before payment. 

Regarding the organization of 
the unit, which has a budget of 
$630,000 for administration and 
employs 33 Defence Ministry offi- 
cials and an unspecified number of 
US. residents (including Israelis), 
the Comptroller says that the di- 
rector has notified him that a num- 
ber of reforms have recently been 
introduced. 

The mission-in many cases fail- 
ed to take advantage of a 10 per 
cent price reduction offered by 


many U.S. suppliers for payment thoug! 


within 10 days of delivery. The 
amount lost as a result was con- 
siderable. 

The mission failed to carry out 
routine checks to make sure that 
ordera were ‘being properly handled, 
although it receives monthly com- 
puter reports for this purpose. Only 
when complaints of delays were 
received from Israel were investi- 
tions carried out. 

The Comptroller cites two "grave 
cases” of delay in handling urgent 
requirements for equipment. 

In one, a certain item was re- 
quested in June 1972 for immedi- 
ate delivery. The order reached the 
mission in September that year. 
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Over half a year later, in April 
and May 1973, the ordering unit 
fnquired about the order but re- 
ceived no reply. 

During the Yom War in 
October, 1973, 8. oe ee of 
the required items were delivered 
from another source. 

In June and July 1974, the or- 
dering unit and the Procurement 
Authority Inquired again as to the 
delivery date, stressing the need for 
the item. Only in September 1974, 
two years after the first order was 
made, did the mission submit the 
order to 8 supplier, who set a 
price of $300,000, or $70,000 more 
than had originally been allocated. 
The mission applied for an increas- 
ed allocation, but only in August 
1975 was this forthcoming. 

The ordering unit demanded that 
the Procurement Authority appoint 
an officer to investigate the delay 
which, it said, “had caused severe 
harm.” The head of the authority 
replied that the unit, the authority 
and the mission had all been at fault 
but, at the insistence of the Corps, 
he agreed, In January 1976, to ap- 
point an inves! officer, 

In the second case cited by the 
Comptroller, an order for an 
urgently-required item was subd- 
mitted to the Procurement Author- 
ity in June 1974 This was held up 
at the Ministry and forwarded to 
the mission only in January 
1975. A year after its original 
order, in June 1975, the unit in- 
quired, in a series of cables, about 
the delivery date. It took a month 
for the mission to reply that the 
order had not yet heen handled. 
Only in December 1975 was the 
order finally submitted to the sup- 
plier. 


The Ministry makes no attempt 
to explain either of these cases. 

Where the adsence of a certain 
item puts a weapons system. out of 
action, units in Israel are permit- 
ted to order the item direct from 
the mission, on condition that the 
cost is no greater than $5,000 
(higher-priced items 
the Procurement Authority). 

‘These orders are classified in 
three categories of urgency — from 
one to three months for delivery. 
Up to 20 such orders were being 
received daily at the end of 1974. 
The Comptroller’s check of 100 
such orders showed that many were 
being delivered after substantial 
delays, sometimes of over one year. 

‘The Comptroller cites a case in 
which certain weapons were pur- 
chased for $12.4 ‘million, including 
$900,000 for spares. The systems 


were delivered during the war and- 


early in 1974. The mission paid 
the supplier the entire sum, al- 
Ἢ the spares were due for 
delivery only during 1974 and 1975. 


In September 1974, the mission, - 


having no information apart from 
suppliers’ invoices, asked the Min- 
istry to confirm delivery of items 
worth $210,000. The ministry re- 
plied in November 1974 that it 
could not confirm receipt because 
of the absence of consignment 
papers, but it recommended pay- 
ing the bill ἢ 

Another transaction involved th 
purchase of 19 second-hand bull- 
dozers for $3.8 million. The Comp-. 
troller found that nine of the bull-

The State's debts, deriving just 


The domestic debt was IL62,067m., 
of which nearly half derives from 
linkage provisions, accumulated in- 
terest dues and alterations in the 
exe . The debt increased 
by 1L.24,613m. in the 12 months end- 
ing March 31, 1975. Of this, 
IL8,556m. or one-third was new 
obligations; the rest wag linkage 
provisions, etc., ag above. 

The external debt was IL31,548m., 
an increase of 1L18,850m. over the 
year before. Sixty per cent of the 
increase was caused by the new ex- 
change rate of November 1974. 


‘That part of the debt which is 
repayable is foreign exchange comes 
to $5,137m. Three-quarters 1s owed 
to the U.S. Government and to hold- 
ers of Israel Bonds. The two obliga- 
tions are at the moment, as it 
happens, exactly The debt to 
Washington is $1,949m., and to the 
Bond drive $1,947m. 

Previously, the debt to the bond- 
holders had been the greater. But 
last year big loans were taken from 
the U.S. administraticn. Israel's 
foreign obligations increased by 
$1,062m. Half of that increase 
($522m.} is owed to the U.S., and 
only one-tenth to the bondholers 
(3113m., net of redemptions). 

A substantial part of the new 
consists of relatively 
short-term loans from banks and 
suppliers, an item which soared 
from $49m. in 1974 to $26lm. in 
1975 — accounting for one-fifth of 
the debt increase. The ‘Treasury 
points out that medium-term loans 
of around five years were not avail- 
able on the market at the time, 
owing to the general recession pre- 
vailing in the Western world. 

Sivei Dimona was founded by pri- 
vate investors in 1959. By 1968 it 
was in deep water, and all attemps 
to rescue the textile firm (which 
employed at its peak 1,800 workers) 
went by the board. 

At the instauce of the Ministers 
of Finance and of Commerce and 
Industry, two financial institutions 
bought haif ownership in June 1971, 
and whole ownership the following 
year. They were the Industrial Dev- 
elopment Bank (IDB) and the In- 
dustrial Finance Company. . 

That did not help. In 1972 they

By then the Govenrment, includ- 
ing the State-owned IDB, was in- 
volved to the sum of IL89,2m., made 
up of loans by. the bank and gua- 
rantees by the Government. To this

he Government decided in 1973 
to go partners with the Histadrut’s 
Sick Fund (Kupat Holim) in bulld- 
ing the Fund's hospitals. The parti- 
cipation was divided in three: one- 
third Government loan, one-third 
Government grant, and one-third in- 
vestment by Kupat Holim — who, 
having to borrow the money, would 
receive linkage ingurance on that 
teo from the Treasury. 

The Government is accordingly 
financing 85 per cent of Kupat 
Holim's development, without taking 
any share ‘in the overall planning. 
Nor does it supervise the use of 
these funds, or check that payments 
are made stage by stage, as the 
work progresses. Controls are being 
introduced now, the report adds. 

Finance was suppled to cover pur- 
chases of medical equipment made 
in the past back to the year 1967, 
though the Mintsterial Economic 
Committee bad not authorised that. 
Kupat Holim got linkage insurance 
for a 20-year consoldation lean of 
TL106m, Yet not all the loan wag 
for 20 years, as it turned out; some 
of it was only for three. 

The Israel government's economic 
bureaux in the U.S. employ 78 per- 
sons between them. They Include 
separate organisations to deal with 
finance: trade; tourism; the promo- 


tion of Investment In Israel; the ac- - 


quisition of rolling stock and other 
transport equipment; and the acqui- 
sition of defence materials. 

Not enough coordination extsts be-_ 
tween these offices. The Economic 
Mintster at the Embassy is supposed 
to do the supervising, but his powers 
are not defined. Considering that 
shifting ἃ representative with his 
family from Israel to New York 
costs in all something like 11.100,000, 
and the man’s salary and expenses 
amount to another $30,000 a year, 
every effort should be made to eco- 
nomise ia manpower, the report 
advises. 

It compHments the purchasing 
mission on managing to get grain 
and other agricultural products at 
less than the average selling price. 
In the case of industrial purchases 
(spare parts and other manufactured 
items) the Comptroller's investiga- 
tors discovered that 60 per cent of 
the orders are for delivery by air 
freight.

BIG BUYERS 


Sectors in the administration 
which are big buyers, like the Pub- 
lic Works Division or the Transport 
Ministry, do not use the mission's 
services. Yet Israel Petrochemicals, 
a privately owned company, does; 
and pays no more than the nominal 
commission of 0.5 per cent charged 
to Government departments. 

The Treasury representative in 
New York had an arrangement with 
‘two banks that any money deposited 
with them for transfer to Israel 
would be sent within ten days.

Tax rise “fixed for areas

PURCHASE TAX and customs 
payments in the occupied territories 

are to be increased on June 1, when 
the 8 per cent Vafuc-Added-Tax will 
be boposed in Isreel, Michael Hertz- 
berg, Assistant director of VAT,

About 100 officials are employed 
by the tax authorities in the terri- 
tories and Hertzberg sees no diffi- 
culty in implementing the new 
taxes, According to his estimates, 
it will ba easier to collect the tax 
in the territories than in Israel.

Sharp questions about 
tourism incentives 


Three areas of Tourism πόντος 
operations came under fire in the 
Comptroller Report: ἢ 


@ incentive payments to hotels 

for revenue derived from tour- 
ist accommodation, because of in- 
adequate Inspection of statements 
submitted by the hotels. 


@ Subsidies granted to organi- 
zers of international conven- 
tioms and congresses, which were 
made without proper control of 
data submitted and even in violation 
of the Ministry's own regulations. 
@ The activity of the Ministry's 
Tepresentation im the U.S., par- 
ticularly with regard to its over- 
long involvement with a firm of 
publicity agents suspected of sub- 
mitting dubious financial accounts 
ang of disregarding instructions. 
Ἰανεδειεαηδαι concerned mainly 
the Planaing section, on 
its hotels ῥά! finance di 
in the years 1973-74, when Tsrael 
bad some 290 approved tourist 
hotels. 


Incentive payments to hotels in 
1974 came to IL58.3m. 

Examination of data supplied by 
54 four-and five-star hotels in six 
towns in 1973 revealed discrepancies 
in the statements supplied by the 
hotels to the Central Bureau of 
Statistics, and, for purposes of cal- 
culating incentive payments, to the 
Tourlam Ministry. The discrepancy 
ranged from 2.9 per cent (in Jeru- 
salem) to 32.5 per cent (Hilat}, but 
the Ministry had carried out no 
systematic or even selective in- 
quiries into reasons for the gaps. 

The Hotels Department, which 
collects all imformation on the 
status of approved hotels, failed to 
keep other Ministry departments 
abreast of developments in this 
field. As a result, incentive pay- 
ments were made to six hotels for 
periods when they were not “ap- 
proved for tourists” — a basic re- 
quirement for recipients of incen- 
tives — while in two cases hotels 
received the payments for periods 
in which they had been rented by 
the Absorption Ministry for the 
accommodation of immigrants. 

Thirty-three other hotels, the 
Report finds, had reported occu- 
Pancy rates exceeding their approv- 
ed capacity —- one hotel claiming 
194 per cent of capacity — which 
creates doubt concerning the effi- 
cacy of the Ministry's control ap- 
paratus. 

The Ministry explained it had 
approved extra beds in rooms of 21 
hotels, but the Comptroller questions 
whether the additional beds war- 
rant the same level of Incentive 
payments as the approved normal 
number. 

The Report also criticizes the ab- 
sence of clear criteria which would 
show whether rooms were occupied 
by tourists or by Israels, who have 
no “incentive. value.” Other ° loop- 
holes concert: ~ Ἢ : gueste. 
ceiving- complimentary hotel accom 
modation or those who, after being 
booked in one hotel, are transferred 
to another without their names 
being removed from the first re- 


gister, 
The Controller notes that follow- 
ing his investigation, the Mimistry

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last September instructed its ac- 
coumtant to tighten supervision and 
checking procedures. But he sug- 
geats that the Ministry also de- 
mand the hotels comply with more 
stringent requirements, and carry 
out perlodte inquiries at the hostel- 
ries. 


Congresses and conventions 

In 1975 the Ministry earmarked 
TLi5m., and other govermment de- 
partments a total of just over 
IL2m., for support payments to or- 
ganizers of international congresses 
and conventions. Payments were to 
be made no a per capita basis for 
participation im the assemblies, and 
the amount to be determined by an 
inter-ministerial committee in which 
Tourism was joined by representa- 
tives of the Treasury, and the 
Foreign, Interior and Transport 
Ministries. 

The report found that the com- 
mittee on various occasions violated 
its self-imposed criteria: mot only 
was the celling capita rate 
{currently ILI70) exceeded, but in 
four cases payments were made on 
8. global basis — which he views 
85 a more serious violations.

Global payments were made for 
gatherings in which the actual de- 
legates numbered less than the 
anticipated figure. On a per capita 
basis, the government subsidies ia 
these cases ranged between IL200 
to IL600 and in one case soared to 
1L.L1,200 for each participant, 

The report notes the ‘Tourism 
Ministry's claims that such depar- 
tures from established rates were 
brought about by unusual circum- 
stances; when a scheduled congress, 
appeared likely to be cancelled be- 
cause of the security situation, or 
when the number of participants 
felt well below the estimated figure 
for one reason or another. 

The Comptroller concedes that 
prestiguous international congresses 
and conventions have a value to 
Israel beyond their contribution to 
tourism. He also notes that the 
Tourism Ministry was not alone 
responsible for the procedures cri- 
ticized. 


US. Publicity Agents 

In the summer of 1974, following 
the appointment of a new director 
and an administration officer to its 
American representation, the Min- 
istry Jaunched a comprehensive in- 
vestigation into the financial state- 
ments submitted to the representa- 
tion by 2 firm of publicity agents 
with which it had been connected 
for a number of years. 

The Comptroller notes that the 
statements had been suspect for a 
mumber of years. 1975 the com- 
re- pany had beara ἃ ‘the Ministry’s 
U.S. office with an accumulated bill 
for $509,000. A total of $300,000 
of this sum had already been paid 
by the Office on account. 

The Ministry's investigation at 
various stages involved Hs legal 
adviser, chief accountant, and the 
represetnation’s New York lawyer. 
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Their conclusion was that the com- 
pany had deliberately submitted 
incorrect and inflated statements. 
The discrepancy appeared to be 
somewhere between $163,000 and 
$193,000, but it proved impossible 
to obtain all necessary documenta- 
tion for a more precise estimate. 

The Cmoptroller starts with criti- 
clsm of the manner in which the 
representation in 1967 took on the 
Services of the relatively unknown 
company: there is no evidence that 
It had requested bids from a num- 
ber of firms, or that it had con- 
ducted any comparative study of 
companies operating in this field. 

Subsequently, its dealings with 
its chosen publicity agent were not 
governed by any written contracts 
detailing rights and responsibilities. 
A letter from the company to the 
representation in 1970 detailed the 
general financial conditions of their 
connection, involving a publicity 
campaign of $400,000 In which the 
agent was to recelve his commis- 
sion either from the publicity media 
or, where the media did pay the 
agents, from the representation ac- 
cording to the accepted rates im the 
profession. This appeared to be the 
basis for the ongoing relationship. 

While’ the agents undertook to 
consult und obtain endorsement 
from the representation for expendi- 
ture exceeding this sum, they did 
not always do so and the repre- 
sentation, on its part, did not al- 
ways insist on the procedure. It 
also became customary for the re- 
presentation to release advance 
sums of money to the company, 
and demand an accounting only at 
the conclusion of the publicity 
campaigns, 

The investigation also found that 
in its relations with the company, 
the representation became involved 
in certain operations not befitting a 
government office in Its conduct of 
business affairs, and which tied Its 
hands in its dealings with the com- 
pany. The Report does not elaborate 
on this point. 

The ties with the company were 
finally severed with a payment of 
$96,000 by the representation. 

The Comptroller strongly censured 
the lack of supervision, both by 
the Ministry offices in Jerusalem 
and its representation in New York, 
which for several years running led 
to the approval of inflated state- 
ments by the company. The repre- 
sentation had reason to doubt their 
rellability and also had before it 
instances of the company's violation 
of agreed levels of expenditure, 
some years defore the investigation 
was finally launched in 1974. 

The Comptroller emphasized that 
while the Ministry had investigated 
the irregularities in relation to the 
company’s conduct of affairs, it did 
not do so with regard to its staff 
Member or members involved. This 
was pointed out to the Mi A 
In February this year the trol- 
ler was informed that the Ministér 
has named ‘one of his personal ad-: 
visers to look into the matter. 

The New York representation has 
meanwhil: appointed one of the 
better known publicity firms in the 
U.S. to handle promotional work 
on the basis of a properly drawn 
up contract. 
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Decision on Kaddum 


‘WHAT THE KADDUM controversy was all about was not 
really whether a group of Gush Emunim members should be 
allowed to settle permanently at Kaddum. That bas now 
been resolved. The Cabinet decided that the settlers would move 

τ out of Kaddum, not now but sometime “in the near future,” 
to an alternative site yet to be determined. That new site 
would presumably not be at the heart of Samaria, but could be 
somewhere else in the area. 

The real issue raised by the Kaddum controversy was whether 
the Government will be allowed to pursue a policy of open 
diplomatic options in its quest for peace with security. This 
still remains to be effectively decided. 

The purpose of Gush Emunim in first pitching their tents in 
Sebastia, and then transferring to an army camp in Kaddum, 
was hardly 8. secret. It was to present the Government with an 
irremovable fact on the ground which would make it domestical- 
ly impossible to negotiate any major part of Samaria, or Judea, 
regardless of the consideration, 

Gush Emunim and their allies honestly believe that their 
policy is not only ordained by Providence but is also entirely 
realistic. They trust the Arabs to take every advantage of Is- 
raeli weakness, but also to come to terms with an Israel whose 
domain includes the whole West Bank. 

However, the majority of the nation — and certainly of the 
Government — are persuaded that peace will never be achieved 
without territorial concessions. The present time, marked as 
it is by an election campaign in the U.S, and by turmoil in 
the Arab world, may not be propitious for any specific nego- 
tiations, But the options must be kept open for a time of 
diplomacy, which need be no farther away than next year. 

A rational policy of land settlement, besides indicating the 
nature of Israel's basic security interests, may be a useful 
means of coaxing the Arab governments into negotiation. 
When it takes the dimensions advocated by Gush Hmunim, it 
closes options. 

In adopting the compromise decision on Kaddum, the Gov- 
ernment sought — justifiably — to stave off a confrontation 
with the settlers. But it also leaves open the possibility that 
clarification, or re-definition, of settlement policy, which must 
be strictly a government prerogative, may continue to be sub- 
ject to a process of bargaining with a private group of citizens, 


The need to decentralize 


A PERUSAL of the dense critical material packed into the 
1,200 pages of the State Comptroller's Report reveals how 
gigantic are the activities of the Israel Government. Not only 
does it spend, through the budget, a sum equal to 90 per cent 
of the national income, it also controls’ the capital market, 
subsidizing and controlling over half the loans made through 
the country's banks, 

It is not surprising that the Comptroller can find each year 
a multitude of oversights, wrong entries, over-payments, hold- 
ups in the processing of information, and the rest. Those in 
charge of the Treasury admitted yesterday to two difficulties 
in running the civil service: insufficient powers to reward, 
and insufficient powers to punish. 

Pay is mediocre for the upper grades, which leads to a 

shortage of qualified officials (it took the Accountant-General 
three years to recruit an internal controller). Inefficient staff 
members cannot ‘be dealt with firmly, owing to the strength 
of the workers’ committees, and the excessive job security 
deriving from it. 
_ It is apparent in the bulky volumes released yesterday that 
improvement does take place all the same, thanks not a litile 
to the vigilance of Dr. Nebenzahl and his men, whose job in 
life is to keep the public service on its toes. But efficiency 
drives are not enough; it would be salutary to diminiah the 
immense concentration of executive powers in the hands of 
the administration. 

A high-level investigation should be made into the possibili- 
ties of decentralization, that is, of handing over detailed 
decision-making, currently the province of the government 
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clerk or government committee, to the forces of supply and . 


demand in the open market. 

In an answer to a criticism made by the State Comptroller 
of loopholes in the control of foreign exchange, the Treasury 
answered that the Government's policy nowadays is not to 
set a policeman at every citizen's elbow, but rather to create 
conditions under which the citizen will abide by the law out 
of his own self-interest. 

There are a good many other activities that could be taken 

away from officialdom in this way: a careful study would 
reveal which. It is senseless to load the civil servants with an 
endless list of business transactions, the great majority of 
which do not directly concern the State. Even the most highly 
paid or highly disciplined functionaries would not be able to 
cope. 
The Government’s task is to run the country, not to run 
each business inside the country. If the authorities could 
simplify their role in this way, the State Comptroller would 
be left with much less to criticize.

DR. WILLIAM WEXLER stood at 
the switchboard in the reception hall 
of the B'nai B'rith offices in Tel 
Aviv, collecting messages, trying to 
cope with the telephone problem: 
ealigs could not be switched to his of- 
fice, there was an underwater echo 
chamber on the line ead frequent ti 
lained clicking whenever a con- 
neation was made. The phones had 
been in this state of partial disorder 
for three days. One telephonistit 
refused to transmit any messages. 
“T am not a messenger," she said 
proudly. 3 
The former head of the Presidents’ 
Conference of Major American 
Jewish Organizations seemed to re- 
tain his sense of humour about the 
communication problem. He came 


‘to settle in Israe! over 4 year ago, 


after a long career in Jewish politics. 
He is an outspoken, straight-talking 
man from Georgia, anda friend of 
Jimmy Carter's. 

“There isn't a thing you can touch 
in the country that doesn't fall 
apart,"’ he says. ‘“There'’s too damn 
much idleness." 

Dr. Wexler created a stir recently 
in an interview with Ei Taicher of 
“Haaretz,” in which he blasted the 
Absorption Ministry, immigration of- 
ficials, the ‘‘wickedness and lack of 
efficiency" of the petty bureaucrats, 
the blindness to the fact that “the 
country is burning.” 

Recently, there have been reports 
that Wexler was going to the U.S. to 
head a ‘Jews for Carter” campaign. 
He has known the Georgia Democrat 
for 15 years, supported his can- 
didacy for Governor in 1970, and isan 
exceptionally good organizer (Wex- 
ler and John Connally were co- 
chairmen of Democrats for Nixon in 
the successful 1972 campaign). Wex- 
ler is the obvious choice to help run 
Carter's campaign, but he refused to 
confirm the reports. 

“No comment on any of that," he 

said. 
Dr. Wexler, who today is Honorary. 
Life President of B'nei B'rith, ad- 
mires hard workers. Jimmy Carter 
is one of them. 

“When he was running for Gover- 
nor, he went from door to door to 
meet people, and he did that all 
around the State. He made an excep- 
tionally good governor — he 
destroyed a vast bureaucracy, 
reducing 300 state agencies down to 
22. 


“He's a determined man. And as 
far as Israel ia concerned, he will 
make a fine President. He was very 
much impressed with this country 


when he visited in 1973. He un-

THE TROUBLES in Israel and on 
the West Bank appear to have had no 
effect on the tranquillity of the tiny 
Gaza Strip — home for 200,000 
Palestinian refugees since 1948 and 
scene of some of the bloodiest Arab- 
Israeli controntations. Nothing, you 
are led to believe, mars the carefully 
guided social, economic and medical 
“offensive.” 

Terrorists in Gaza are rare these 
days, and I was able to walk freely — 
escorted by an armed Israeli soldier 
— through one of the largest of the 
eight refugee camps in the Strip. 
This is Shati, with around 27,000 in- 
habitants on the edge of the 
Mediterranean. ὃ 

The large numbers of children re- 
mind you that family planning is vir- 
tually impoasible here. ‘‘It’s against 
their religion, and to encourage it 
might be regarded as interference," 
an Israeli pediatrician said later. 

The camp itself is a coliection of 
dishevelled shacks with makeshift 
tin roof extensions held down with 
old tyres and other cast-offs. Infec- 
tion, if it gains a hold, spreads rapid- 
ly. Despite a 70 per cent take-up of 
inoculation against paralytic polio in 
the Strip — higher than in some 
areas of Britain — there were still 74 
cases of the disease two years ago. 
An exhaustive campaign has since 
pushed the inoculation take-up rate 
to over 90 per cent. 

Few men were in sight, for virtual- 
ly full employment has been achiev- 
ed since 1967, when 48 per cent of the 
refugees were without work. Now 
about 30,000 workers from the Strip, 
whether former residents or 
refugees, drive or are driven into 
factories in Israel. Television 
aerials, sprouting through the tin 
roofs, reflect the growing prosperity: 

As schoo! finished, a long crocodile 
of refugee school girls wearing blue- 
striped dresses and red cotton pants,

derstands the needs and problems.

But does it make any difference to 
Israel who ia President? Aren't 
foreign policy decisions regarding 
the Middle East deep-seated, bipar- 
tisan? 

“It makes a hell of a lot of 
difference who is President — even 
though the State Department has so 
Tauch of a say," Dr. Wexler replies. 
“If the President doesn’t want to do 
something directly, he can pass the 
buck and blame the State Depart- 
ment. δ Oe a=.

“In Jewish politics, you'd never 
directly attack the President, even if 
it was his policy you were apposed to. 
You'd propagandize against the 
Secretary of State. The President 
‘was always considered the court of 
last resort.” 

The Democratic Party haa given 
more support to Israel in the long 
run than the Republicans, according 
to Wexler, but he ranks Richard Nix- 
on with Harry Truman 88 the 
presidents who did the most for 
“Iarael. 

What about Nixon's final days, the 
“Kissinger Jewboy" remarks and 
"the Jewish cabal is out to get me?” 

* “J don't think that should be taken 
seriously. There's a streak of anti- 
Semitism in all of them. But he came 
through for Israel when the chips 
were down." 


in crisp contrast to their decrepit 
surroundings, wound through the 
camp. It's depressing to realise that 
their parents might well have been 
born in the camp, and even more 
depressing that their own babies 
may in turn be reared here. 

But the Israeli aim is resettle- 
ment. Hundreds of families were 
moving into new apartments and 
their camp houses were being 
destroyed. 

The new houses — the hope is for 
5,000 more over the next two years — 
are the pride of the Israeli ad- 
ministration. They cost IL47,000 
(£3,500) with a Government 
mortgage. A few more prosperous 


refugees have bought land and built , 


their own grander houses with 
verandahs. 


BUT THERE is some reluctance to 
move from the camps. With the 
change comes a change in attitude — 
refugee becomes citizen — and the 
belief in the Strip that refugee status 
is politically more valuable dies 
hard. 


Yet the rows of flat-roofed one- 
storey houses have a famillar look. 
Add a few years and some makeshift 
extensions — banned at present — 
and might they not look like a refur- 
bished camp? An Israeli architect, 
now waging a battle with the 
authorities over their design, cer- 
tainly thinks so. 

Seadia Mandl, responsible for a 
gleaming restoration of the cashah 
area of Jaffa, called the houses 
“chicken coops."" 

He said: ‘Israel might have decid- 
ed not to care about the Arabs, and 
done nothing at all. But we do care, 
50 why not do things properly?”" To 
make the houses more Arab in 
design and more human might coat 
20 per cent more, he estimates.

“We need to get tough, balance the 
budget, get the people to work and 
build up an industrial nation. If peo- 
ple could really feel they were part 
of the challenge to build the country, 
you could have mass aliya from the 
U.S. As ἃ country of three million, 
we can't survive." 


since 1967 has been impressive. Asin 
all areag of life, the hospitals and 
clinics are run by Arabs, but there 
are Israeli advisers. Gently but 
relentiessly these advisers have 
directed change. Fourteen years 
ago, 12 out of every 100 children died 
during the first year of life. Now the 
figure is down to four per cent. 

.Priority is given to children. 
Formerly many conditions, such as 
congenital heart disease, were 
neglected or not discovered, and 
parents fatalistically expected 
children to die. Now expectations 
and hence demand are rising. The 
Nasr Hospital for Children is usually 
‘180 per cent occupied, children sleep- 
ing two to a cot, and the day hospital 
is 800 per cent occupied. 

The most common diseases are 
gastro-enteritis and chest troubles — 
caused by the humid atmosphere 
sand over-crowded conditions. 

Much improvement has come 
through determined campaigning. A 
mobile kitchen tours the villages and 
campaigns are mounted to promote 
good nutrition and hygiene. A 
successful campaign to eradicate 
hookworm wag run in one village. 
Myths have to be dispelled — such as 
getting children to inhale smoke to 
cure chest illness. ᾿ 

Mothers have to help out in the 
hospitals. There are only 42 staff 
nurses for the six hospitals in the 
Strip. Another 150 doctors are need- 
ed, gays the director of the Nasr 
hospital. 


There is keen competition to train 
as a doctor — students generally go 
to Egypt. Bot only 50 per cent stay 
more than an obligatory 12 months in 
the Strip after qualifying. The Arabs 
have not tried to extend this period.

HONOURING AXEL SPRINGER 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — As an American Jew living 
in Munich, as an historian of the Nazi 
period and as an observer of the con- 
temporary German scene, I find 
several reasons to regret the Hebrew 
University’s decision to award an 
honorary doctorate to German 
publisher Axel Springer, a decision 
supported by Mayor Koliek and at- 
tacked by the Young Guard of the 
Labour Party (April 28) 

Axel Springer's name is syn- 
onymous in Germany with a poor, 
biased quality of journalism that 
does not deserve recognition by any 
university anywhere. 

It is true that Springer, like other 
well-known figureg on the Weat Ger- 
man political right (such as F.J. 
Strauss), has been a ‘‘friend’’ to 
Israel. This friendship has largely 
been based on a belief that Israel is 
essential to blocking Communist ad- 
vances in the Middle Bast. But the 
anti-Communist argument has also 
‘been used to justify arms sales to 
Saudi Arabia. om 

It is certainly true that many of 
Springer’s enemies on the German 
extreme left are ‘anti-Zionist" and 
make common cause with the PLO 
and radical Arab terrorists, but the 
extreme’ German left is essentially 
powerless and will remain so. More 
important to Israel are the opinions 
of the great mass of moderate and 
left-of-centre voters. These remain 


generally friendly to Israel. } 
many of them, particularly 
younger and more liberal! elem:
